Foreword 


The  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  has  acquired  an  extraordinary  group  of  prints  during  the 
past  ten  years,  dating  from  early  in  the  twentieth  century  to  the  present  and  encompassing  a  broad 
range  of  styles  and  themes.  These  acquisitions  signal  the  Museum's  commitment  to  collecting  prints 
that  complement  works  by  artists  already  represented  in  the  Permanent  Collection;  equally  impor- 
tant is  the  Museum's  commitment  to  adding  depth  and  quality  to  what  is  already  a  comprehensive 
collection  which  we  hope  will  be  recognized  and  enjoyed  for  its  unique  strengths. 

New  techniques  developed  in  fine  arts  printing  since  i960  have  dramatically  expanded  the 
opportunities  for  aesthetic  expression  so  that  more  and  more  contemporary  American  artists  have 
begun  to  view  their  prints  as  significant  aspects  of  their  art.  The  scope  of  this  exhibition  recognizes 
the  importance  and  quality  of  printmaking  today.  We  hope  that  this  publication,  a  complete  check- 
list of  prints  acquired  since  the  1974  publication  of  the  catalogue  of  the  collection,  will  be  an  impor- 
tant reference  work  for  scholars  and  the  public. 

In  1983  the  Museum  established  a  Print  Committee,  whose  members  come  from  all  over  the 
country  to  assist  in  strengthening  this  important  aspect  of  the  Permanent  Collection.  This  exhibi- 
tion is  a  testimony  to  their  knowledge,  their  vision,  and  their  generosity,  as  well  as  to  the  support  of 
other  donors  who  have  helped  the  Whitney  Museum  to  build  an  important  collection  of  American 
prints  of  our  century.

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Since  1974,  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  has  acquired  513  prints,  including  11  portfolios 
and  6  illustrated  books  by  149  artists.  John  Marin's  191 1  Brooklyn  Bridge,  made  the  year  Marin 
returned  from  Europe  to  a  new,  about-to-be  vertical  city,  is  the  earliest  work  among  these  acqui- 
sitions. The  most  recent  prints  include  seventeen  works  from  the  Circuits  series  and  Swan  Engravings 
that  Frank  Stella  began  at  Tyler  Graphics  in  1980,  as  well  as  prints  completed  since  1983 — woodcuts 
by  Gregory  Amenoff  and  Louisa  Chase,  lithographs  by  Susan  Rothenberg  and  Terry  Winters. 
Viewed  as  a  group,  the  prints  ofier  a  history  of  American  graphic  art.  They  show  how  the  print — 
once  a  mainly  black-anci-white,  narrative  medium  suited  to  album-size  images,  to  the  fist  sketch 
and  graphic  glimpse  that  tells  stories — has  become  a  medium  without  restrictions,  one  in  which 
anything  technologically  feasible  is  now  possible. 

These  513  acquisitions  also  chart  changes  in  style  and  subject  matter,  in  graphic  conventions 
and  printing  technologies,  in  print  publishing  and  the  audience  for  art.  Works  by  George  Bellows, 
Isabel  Bishop,  Reginald  Marsh,  and  John  Sloan  trace  the  persistent  course  of  realism,  which  at  no 
point  is  superseded  by  abstraction.  Its  hold  over  artists  continues  and  recent  examples  include 
Fairfield  Porter's  1971  Table,  a  painterly  still  life  of  domestic  disarray,  and  William  Bailey's  Still  Life 
No.  6  (1982),  a  precise,  tonal  rendering  of  jars  on  a  ledge. 

The  graphic  forms  abstraction  takes  are  equally  diverse.  Charles  Biederman's  two  unique  proofs 
for  Study  for  Color  Sculpture  Outdoors,  Neiv  Tork  (1937)  show  his  concern  with  the  effect  of  color  on 
form.  Linear  works  by  Josef  Albers  and  Lyonel  Feininger  reflect  European  influence  and  Bauhaus 
training,  while  what  is  distinctly  American  about  abstract  art  can  be  seen  in  the  gestural,  spon- 
taneous lithographs  by  David  Smith  and  Lee  Krasner.  Printmaking  is  a  fragmented  process.  Once 
an  image  is  drawn  on  wood,  stone,  or  metal,  it  must  be  cut  or  etched,  then  worked,  proofed,  and 
printed.  It  is  not  a  medium  that  naturally  lends  itself  to  abstraction.  Creating  a  successful  abstract 
print  means  bending  the  givens  of  the  medium,  and  excellent  contemporary  examples  include  Helen 


Frankenthaler's  expansive  lithograph  Lot\  JVife  (1971);  Ellsworth  Kelly's  spare  etching  If'^all 
(1979);  and  Frank  Stella's  classically  black-and-white  collaged  Swan  Engravings  (1982). 

In  1957?  Tatyana  Grosman  permanently  changed  American  printmaking  when  she  began  pub- 
lishing prints  imder  the  imprint  of  Universal  Limited  Art  Editions.  Stones,  Mrs.  Grosman's  first 
publication,  is  included  here  along  with  other  U.L.A.E.  issues.  Equally  important  are  the  publishers 
that  followed  the  standard  Mrs.  Grosman  set.  Prints  made  after  i960  reflect  the  taste  and  predi- 
lections of  publishers  as  well  as  the  talents  of  artists.  Richard  Artschwager's  1972  Interior  and  Jack 
Beal's  1974-75  Self-Portrait  speak  for  publisher  Brooke  Alexander's  abiding  interest  in  realism  and 
narration.  Frank  Stella's  Swan  Engravings  and  Circuits  prints  owe  something  to  Kenneth  Tyler's 
insatiable  taste  for  the  technological  possibility.  And  printer-publisher  Pat  Branstead's  extraordinary 
ability  to  lay  down  an  aquatint  ground  is  essential  to  the  success  of  Claes  Oldenburg's  Double  Screw- 
arch  Bridge  series. 

A  collection  serves  art,  artists,  and  their  public.  But  since  art  charts  the  unknowable  and  is 
constantly  changing,  it  is,  at  best,  simplistic  to  announce  collecting  goals.  With  that  said,  the 
Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  has  two  major  aims  in  collecting  prints:  to  acquire  in  depth 
graphics  by  artists  to  whom  the  Museum  has,  through  exhibitions  and  acquisitions,  made  a  com- 
mitment; and  to  acquire  unique  graphic  works — trial  proofs,  state  proofs,  and  monotypes.  Impor- 
tant recent  acquisitions  include  groups  of  prints  by  Milton  Avery,  Stuart  Davis,  Jasper  Johns,  and 
Frank  Stella;  as  well  as  the  working  and  trial  proofs  for  Claes  Oldenburg's  Double  Screwarch  Bridge, 
and  two  of  Jasper  Johns'  monotypes,  Savarin  (1978)  and  Untitled  (igS}). 

Many  generous  gifts  and  bequests  are  reflected  in  these  acquisitions.  Especially  notable  are  the 
fifty  prints  by  Federico  Castellon  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benjamin  Weiss;  the  seventeen  prints  from 
Frank  Stella's  Swan  Engravings  and  Circuits  series,  the  promised  gift  of  Judge  Steven  Robinson;  and 
the  bequests  of  Katherine  Schmidt  Shubert  and  Felicia  Meyer  Marsh.  In  1982,  the  Whitney  Museum 
formed  a  Print  Committee,  and  its  activities  are  also  responsible  for  the  breadth  of  the  collection.  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  Committee  for  its  generosity  and  judgment:  Chairman  Raymond  J.  Learsy 
and  its  members  over  the  last  two  years — Donald  M.  Cox,  Beth  Rudin  DeWoody,  Mrs.  Thomas  H.
